Preliminary amendment dated 9/16/09 cancelled claims 1-18 and added claims 32-38. 
Claims 19-38 are pending in the application. 

Election/Restrictions

Group 1, claim(s) 19-31 are, drawn to an agent for repairing, strengthening and straightening 
keratin material using compounds of formula I or formula II. 

Group II, claim(s) 32-38 are, drawn to method for repairing, strengthening and straightening 
keratin material using compounds of formula I or formula II. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons:

Group I, claim(s) 1-33 and 35-59 are, drawn to compositions. 
Group II, claim(s) 34 is, drawn to a method for imparting voluminizing effect. 
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The inventions listed as Groups I-II do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special technical 
features for the following reasons: 

As set forth in Rule 13.1 of the Patent Cooperation Treaty (PCT), "the international 
application shall relate to one invention only or to a group of inventions." Moreover, as stated in 
Rule 13.2 PCT, Unity of Invention is satisfied "where a group of inventions is claimed in one 
and the same international application, the requirement of unity of invention referred to in Rule 
13.1 shall be fulfilled only when there is a technical relationship among those inventions 
involving one or more of the same or corresponding special technical features. The expression 
"special technical features" shall mean those technical features that define a contribution which 
each of the claimed inventions, considered as a whole, makes over the prior art so linked as to 
form a single general inventive concept." An agent of claim 19 does not present a contribution 
over the prior art. Claim 1 lacks inventive step. Claim 1 is obvious over WO 00/40559 ('559). 
WO '559 teaches compounds of formula I and these are related to compounds of formula II 
claimed in the instant application. Abstract teaches these compounds to be useful for hair loss 
and thus teaches these compounds for repairing or restructuring keratin materials. WO at page 3 
teaches preferred compounds and at page 3, U 14-16 teaches the compounds wherein methyl is 
attached to nitrogen atom of pyridine ring and carboxylic acid is attached at meta position. The 
difference between WO and instant application is carboxylic acid at meta positioin of pyridinium 
ion vs. carboxylate ion at meta position. Both are closely structurally related and thus it is 
obvious to one skill in the art to use salt form of WO compounds and use it for repairing or 
restructuring hair in view of close structural similarity. 

As a result, as currently presented, the instant agent claim does not share a special 
technical feature with the method of use claim and, as such, unity between the above Groups I - 
II is broken.
